

NEW CRIME STATS 


O VERALL crime is down 
in Hackney, according 
to the latest figures from 
the Met Police. 

Violent crime has dropped by 
nine per cent, with reductions in 
assault down 2.6 per cent; GBH 
22.2 per cent; and offensive 
weapons 33.6 per cent. 

Hackney Police’s efforts to 
tackle burglary have seen success 
with break-ins to residents’ 
homes down by two per cent; 
and business premises cut by 
26.1 per cent. When these 
figures are compared to similar 


inner city London boroughs, 
Hackney saw the lowest volume 
and rate of burglary. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, 

Cabinet Member for Crime, 
Sustainability and Customer 
Services, said: “Although the 
overall drop in crime is 0.5 
per cent, there has been 
significant progress in some 
areas, like burglary. 

“Crime in Hackney has been 
falling steadily for the past 10 
years and we are confident that 
we can continue this positive 
trend. However, we’re not 


complacent and we’ll continue 
to work very closely with the 
police to keep Hackney safe.” 

There was a rise in the levels 
of robbery of 13.6 per cent, and 
theft by 25.4 per cent. Bike theft 
also went up by 8.8 per cent. 

These increases are reflected 
across London as a whole, 
and have been attributed in 
part to an increase in the levels 
of unemployment and social 
deprivation in harsh economic 
times. When contrasted with 
similar London boroughs 
however, Hackney had a lower 


than average volume and rate of 
these types of crime. 

Hackney police borough 
commander, Matthew Horne, 
said: “With our continued 
dedication, burglary has been on 
the decline and Hackney Police 
now has the highest detection 
rate in London.”

P ASTOR Steven 
Richards is 
making frantic 
preparations for 
the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games - an 
event he believes will place 
the borough firmly on the 
international map. 

Pastor Richards is one 
of a number of residents 
who have volunteered 
to organise community 
events across the borough, 
as part of the Local 
Leaders initiative. 

Run by LOCOG - the 
committee responsible for 
organising the Games - 
the scheme gives residents 
the chance to get involved 
in this once-in-a-lifetime 
event, by organising fetes 
and celebrations to mark 
the 2012 Games. 

And by the time 
the Olympic opening 
ceremony takes place 
on 27 July, visitors to 
Homerton Baptist Church 


in Barnabas Road will 
be greeted by a colourful 
scene of bunting, posters 
and flags, as well as 
a floral arrangement 
depicting the famous five 
Olympic rings. 

“I couldn’t really let the 
opportunity pass me or 
the community by,” said 
Pastor Richards, who has 
led services at the church 
for the past 26 years. 

“This area has been 
neglected for such a long 
time - hopefully the 
Games will put this place 
on the map and make 
Hackney a place that 
everyone wants to visit,” 
he added. 

Pastor Richards has 


planned a series of events 
at the church to mark 
the Games, including a 
community barbecue on 
4 August, and a Jamaican 
evening on 6 August. 

There are also plans for 
a one-man play recounting 
the life of former British 
Olympic great and 
committed Christian, Eric 
Liddell, whose compelling 
story was told in the 
Oscar- winning film 
‘Chariots of Fire’. 

Pastor Richards 
is also planning 
to stage a 
celebration tea 
commemorating 
the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee 


on 5 June, at 4pm.

Labour wins local by-election 

BEN Hayhurst has been elected as the councillor for 
Hackney Central ward in a by-election on 3 May. 

The Labour candidate, a barrister who has lived in the 
borough for eight years, secured 2,438 votes. 

Mustafa Korel (Green) received 545; Pauline Pearce (Lib 
Dem) 394; and Andrew Boff (Con) 1 96 votes. 

Over 41 per cent of Hackney Central residents turned out 
to vote, which was almost 1 0 per cent higher than the 
national average for this year’s local elections. 

The election was held due to 
the resignation of former Labour 
councillor Alan Laing. 

Ben, 30, describes himself 
as passionate about helping 
vulnerable young people 
in Hackney. 

At the time of going to press, the 
result of the closely contested 
London Mayoral election had not 
been announced. 

Arsenal player visits new pitch 

RESIDENTS welcomed Arsenal right back Carl Jenkinson 
when he visited a refurbished pitch in Benjamin Close. 

The new games area now has an artificial pitch, floodlights 
and a brick wall at the back. Lifelong Gunners fan Carl joined 
in a mini football session with some of the local young people 
who are set to benefit from the facility. In addition, youngsters 
created artwork around the side of the pitch. 

Carl said: “The surface is fantastic 
and I think it’s great that it gives 
kids an opportunity. To come down 
here today and see where the 
money is going and the happiness it 
brings people is great.” 

The pitch was part-funded by The 
Arsenal Foundation, which often 
uses sport and education to support 
communities that surround the 
world famous football club.

Lost Shakespeare artefacts found 


ARTEFACTS taken 
from the site of William 
Shakespeare’s lost East 
London theatre are 
to be displayed at 
Hackney Museum. 

In 2008, archeologists 
confirmed Curtain 
Road as the location of 
one of London’s oldest 
playhouses, where 
Shakespeare not only learnt 
his trade as a playwright 
and actor, but where 
the first performance of 


‘Romeo and Juliet’ took 
place. The Shoreditch site 
was also home to Holywell 
Priory, an alchemist’s 
workshop and warehouse. 

Now, a fascinating 
Hackney Museum 
exhibition pulls together 
fragments found at the site 
including a 16th century 
pottery featuring an image 
of a man with beard and 
ruff; tiles from the priory; 
pipes and drinking vessels; 
mortar from the alchemist’s 


workshop; and Victorian 
domestic items including a 
well-used toothbrush. 

The theatre was built in 
1576 as the first permanent 
base for James Burbage’s 
group of players which 
included Shakespeare. 
According to theatre 
legend, Burbage fell out 
with the landowner in 
1599, so on Christmas 
day they dismantled the 
building and shipped it 
across the Thames, where it 


was rebuilt as the Globe. 

Heather Knight, from 
the Museum of London 
Archaeology, said: 
“Excavating the theatre 
added knowledge of this 
extraordinary figure.” 

The finds can be viewed 
from 17 May.

THE London 201 2 torch, devised by a 
Shoreditch duo, has been named Design of 
the Year by the Design Museum. 

Edward Barber and Jay Osgerby picked up 
the award on 25 April, capping off an already 
successful year that saw them beat 700 rivals to 
win the prestigious torch design contract. 

Perforated with 8,000 holes, the torch represents the 
number of people that will carry it on a 60-day, 8,000- 
mile relay around the UK before arriving for the London

‘triumph of symbolism and beauty’ that captures the spirit 
of London and demonstrates how design can celebrate 
traditional quality in a modern way.

A rebel with 
applause... 


S AT at his local 
shop, Palm 2 in 
Lower Clapton, 
poet and playwright 
Lemn Sissay watches 
the lunchtime hustle and 
bustle unfold. Chatting 
to the shopkeepers and 
customers, while sipping 
his ‘usual’ coffee, Lemn 
seems very much at home. 

‘Yet ‘home’ for the 
Olympic-commissioned 
poet is somewhere that has 
taken many years to find. 
Born in Wigan, Lancashire, 
Lemn was placed in foster 
care for a period at three- 
months-old, at the request 
of his Ethiopian mother, 
while she studied. He lived 
with a religious white family 
for 1 1 years - after which he 
grew up in childrens’ homes. 

At the age of 17 he left 
the care system and moved 
to Manchester, where he 
made his name as a writer. 
But despite his tough 
upbringing, Lemn is keen 
to emphasise that it did not 
shape who he is today. He 
says: “I’m not defined by my 
scars, but by my healing.” 

Lemn has written poetry 
since he can remember, 
publishing his first 
anthology, ‘Rebel Without 
Applause’, at 25. He says: 

“I was born a writer. Poetry 
was my way of interpreting 
the world around me. I get 


miffed when people view 
poetry as some sort of light 
thing. You try and face a 
piece of paper on your own 
and write what you truly 
feel and then tell me that 
was easy. I don’t think of 
poetry as some sort of airy, 
fairy issue, it’s at the beating 
heart of who we are.” 

He moved to Hackney 
in 2004. He says: “I don’t 
want to live in a mono- 
culture, like where I grew 
up, because people cultivate 
this fear of ‘other.’ I’m 
honoured to be accepted 
here - it means a lot to me 
that shopkeepers know my 
name and I know theirs.” 

Lemn was made an 
artist and resident at the 
Southbank Centre in 2006. 
In 2010, he was appointed 
Member of the Order of 
the British Empire (MBE) 
for services to literature, 
and also made an honorary 
Doctor of Letters. This 
year, he became the first of 
five poets - including Poet 
Laureate Carol Ann Duffy, 
John Burnside, Caroline 
Bird and Jo Shapcott - who 
were commissioned to write 
poems for installations at 
the Olympic Park. 

Lemn’s poem, ‘Spark 
Catchers’, was inspired by 
the match girls at the Bryant 
and May match factory in 
Bow. He explains: “I was

offered the entire Olympic 
site to seek out a reason to 
write a poem. I found the 
story of the match making 
factory and read about a 
woman called Annie Besant 
who wrote an article entitled 
‘White Slavery in London’ 
about the terrible working 
conditions of women there. 
They symbolise what I 
know about the East End - 
that it’s a worker-led place.” 

And what does it mean 
for Lemn to be ‘tattooed on 
to the skin of the Olympic 
Park?’ He chuckles: “I’m 
proud to be not only the first 
commissioned poet for the 
Olympic Games, but also 
the one that lives around the 
corner. History is a living 
thing - when you go to a 
museum you’re essentially 
entering a time machine. 
And that’s what happens 
when you enter the Olympic 
site through my poem.” 

Although Lemn’s 
upbringing may not have 
shaped who he is, it’s clear 
that having a place called 
‘home’ is something he feels 
passionately about. 

“Isn’t it amazing - I’ve 
been to a lot of cities in the 
world, but Hackney feels 
just right. To be accepted 
by a community is to feel 
its strength. The nature 
of diversity is literally the 
nature of humanity. 

“I wouldn’t want to be 
anywhere else in the world - 
genuinely,” he concludes.

All your green 
questions answered 

Q: I have too much garden rubbish to fit in my 
wheelie bin, can I leave it out in bin bags? 

A: No, plastic bags and refuse sacks do not compost and 
cannot be processed at the London EcoPark facility in 
Edmonton, which the Council uses to turn green waste 
into compost for the borough’s parks and gardens. 

The Council’s recycling collection teams will not pick up 
these bags and may leave them by the kerbside. 
Residents who need to put out a bit of extra garden 
waste can ask the Council for reusable brown bags 
which are easy to store away when not being used. 

These are also available for people who don’t have space 
for a wheeled bin, but would still like to recycle their 
garden waste.

Primary school places available

THOMAS Fairchild 
Primary School is set to 
reopen in September, 
three years after a fire 
razed the Victorian 
building to the ground. 

A new £9.3million 
school has been 
constructed on the same 
site in Napier Grove, 
but will now cater for 
420 pupils - an increase 
of 105. 

In July 2009, some 100 
firefighters from across the 
borough, as well as Tower 


Hamlets and Islington, 
were called to tackle a 
fierce blaze that raged 
for over seven hours and 
severely damaged three 
floors of the school. The 
cause of the fire was 
never established. 

At the time, 

Headteacher Shona 
Ferguson commented that 
she and school staff were 
‘devastated’. She’s now 
counting the days until the 
autumn term. Shona said: 
“The children are visiting 


the site and really feel part 
of the work.” 

The rebuild was delayed 
while the insurance claim 
was resolved, she added. 

The new building will 
have a rooftop play area, 
community cafe, solar 
panels, ICT suite and 
community courses. 

Pupils, staff, governors, 
parents and the 
community had significant 
input into the design, 
according to The Learning 
Trust. Shona added: “The 


old school was an old 
building doing an old job. 
We’ve tried to future- 
proof this as much as 
possible in terms of ICT, 
energy saving and using 
efficient resources.”

Management Act of 1855 
created the Board of Works 
for Hackney and Stoke 
Newington, which met 
in a building next to St 
Augustine’s Tower, until a 
bigger Town Hall was built 
further down Mare Street. 

Stoke Newington became 
a separate institution in 
1894, and moved into what 
had formerly been South 
Hornsey district council 
offices in Milton Grove, 
N16. It was extended in 
1915, but by the 1930s a 
more spacious and modern 
building was required, and 
a design competition was 
held to extend a public 
library in Church Street. 

The competition 
was won by architect J 
Reginald Truelove, and 
the municipal offices and 
separate Assembly Hall 
were built between 1934 
and 1937. The style chosen 
was described at the time 


as ‘a modern variant of 
English Renaissance’, 
with the interior fitted 
out in contemporary 
Art Deco style using 
materials from different 
parts of the Empire - 
including Australian walnut 
panelling and Canadian 
maple flooring. 

Truelove’s design is 
most memorable for the 
great sweeping Portland 
stone and brick curve of 
the frontage, in the centre 
of which stands the 
ceremonial entrance 
with its great bronze 
doors opening onto a 
majestic teak staircase 
leading upstairs to the 
Council chamber. 

Less than two years after 
the Town Hall’s opening, 
the Second World War 
broke out. Whilst the 
Council offices buzzed with 
staff dealing with the crisis 
at hand, the Assembly Hall 
next door played its part 
in keeping up morale by 
holding variety shows and 
dances, as well as being 
a collection point for the 
gas masks which were 
thankfully never needed. 


The building itself 
was felt to be a potential 
bombing target, and 
was given a coating of 
camouflage paint which 
can still be seen today. The 
surrounding streets were 
badly bombed, but the 
Town Hall sustained little 
damage, so it seems the 
camouflage worked. 

After the war ended, the 
Assembly Hall continued to 
be a popular entertainment 
venue for music and 
dancing, and when the old 
metropolitan boroughs 
of Hackney, Shoreditch 
and Stoke Newington 
were merged to form the 
modern London Borough 
of Hackney in 1965, 
the Town Hall building 
continued to house some 
offices. But gradually all 
the services moved to Mare 
Street and the offices and 
Hall became run down 
and neglected. 

In 1995, the municipal 
buildings and their 
surrounding walls were 
awarded a Grade II listing, 
and the late 1990s saw 
the Council embark on a 
restoration of the Church 


Street buildings, retaining 
their original character 
wherever possible. 

The camouflage markings 
were restored, and a section 
of Tudor brickwork from 
the old manor house which 
sits under its foundations 
can still be can be seen 
in the main foyer. 

The buildings reopened 
to the public in 2009 
and are now a venue for 
meetings and events, with 
the Council chamber 
hosting weddings and civil 
partnership ceremonies, 
whilst the Assembly Hall is 
used for receptions, parties 
and - as it always was - lots 
of music and dancing.
